Claim 23 is rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 1-13 and 16 of U.S. Patent 6,342,505 on the grounds that the conflicting claims 
are not patentably distinct, from each other because the instant method of inhibiting apoptosis is taught 
therein.
